the U. S. Brewers Association 
called such a law: “ travesty 
on the free enterprise system." 
At the same meeting, the 
study committee members were

cheaper liquor. Indiana has one 
of the highest liquor prices of

To Drop 15 Percent Next Year

(U P I) — Although the dollar 
amount Indiana farmers get for 
their products is up, the effect 
of 
inflation 
on 
production 
expenses means state agricul­ 
ture incomes will decrease 15 
per cent in 
the 
next year, 
according to a Purdue Universi­ 
ty 
report 
released 
Sunday 
night. 
Purdue University agriculture 
experts will carry that message 
to 
the 
Indiana 
agriculture 
community during a series of 
“ outlook" meetings throughout 
the state during the coming 
week 
The 
report 
said 
Indiana 
farmers had record incomes in 
1873, but the 12-month period 
ending Oct. 1 will see inflation 
continue to erode the returns 
farmers have because of costs 
for feeds, fertilizer, machinery 
and other consumer products. 
The 1973 cash receipts for 
farmers 
was 
$2 9 
billion, 
ranking 
the 
state eighth 
in 
farm receipts—up from. 10th a 
year earlier, the report said. 
Purdue experts said corn and 
hog farmers can expect higher 
gross 
returns, 
more 
than 
offsetting lower returns from 
cattle. 
The 
Purdue 
report 
added that gross returns from 
other major commodities next 
year should not differ substan­ 
tially from this year. 
The 
report 
said 
inflation 
would continue at 10 to 12 per 
cent, affecting all segments of 
the economy . 
Reduced Food Spending 
Purdue 
experts 
suggested 
American consumers, feeling 
the pinch of inflation in their 
pocketbooks, would reduce food 
spending in order to meet other 
demands. 
They 
added 
that 
foreign demand for U. S farm 
products would be down from a 
year ago. 
The report also said farmers, 
who generally seek off-season 
employment 
elsewhere, 
will 
find job opportunities difficult 
to find. 
Here’s how Purdue experts 
see commodity breakdowns : 
Hogs—sluggish or declining 


prices until about April when 
sales will be spurned by a 
market and slaughter deficit to 
make prices $4 higher The last 
quarter, July through Septem­ 
ber, 
may 
see 
prices 
per 
hundredweight climb another $5 
to a yearly top of $38 to $41. 
Top quality animals may sell $2 
higher in all periods. 
Beef 
weather and con­ 
sumers’ 
decision

influence the beef market in the 
next year Prices will remain in 
the low to mid 40s until mid­ 
year 
(April), 
when 
weather 
conditions determine the qual­ 
ity level of pastures and ability 
to take grass-fed animals to 
market Prices may then climb 
to the upper $40s to low $50 
With higher grain prices (over 
$3 a 
bushel), 
feeder calves 
could 
come 
under 
extreme 
pressure. Otherwise prices may 
be $30 to $35 per hundred­ 
weight. Good spring pastures 
could push prices for calves to 
about $40. 
Feed Grain Supplies Down 
Feed grains—Supplies of feed 
grains (corn, grain sorghum, 
oats, and barley) will be down 
about 18 per cent from 1973-74 
Higher prices and less usag« 
will be the main results. Corn 
prices will be $4 in central 
Indiana after harvest. The peak 
could 
come 
early 
in 
the 
marketing year, but decreased 
usage will prevent a complete 
runaway, the Purdue experts 
said. 
Good 
weather 
in 
the 
cornbelt area could mean a 6.2- 
billion bushel crop in 1975 and 
some estimates are as high as 
6.5 billion bushels, thus apply­ 
ing leverage for prices to fall to 
$2 . 


Soybeans—Drought 
in 
the 
growing area makes supplies 
short. Prices are expected to 
fluctuate to around the $7 per 
bushel level with another $1

It in­ 
cluded a country music show 
and demonstration by a model 
airplane flying club. Because of 
strong winds, a skydiving exhi­ 
bition was cancelled. 


Lloyd was taken to the field 
by ambulance. Surrounded by 
his family, he greeted friends 
from a stretcher When it was 
all over, many of his friends 
visited! at the Lloyd home. 


“ I feel wonderful,” said Lloyd. 
“ Nobody could be happier than 
I am. I ’ve been choked up all 
day. I love Auburn—in a big 
city this would never happen.” 
Eventually, Lloyd will be fit­ 
ted with an artificial limb. 


“ I ’m itching to go back to 
work,” he said A police reserve 
sergeant, he has been on the 
force six years. He also works 
for a dairy in Fort Wayne. 


“ They told me not to worry,” 
he said, referring to future em­ 
ployment. “ They’re all hanging 
in there with me. These are 
beautiful people.” 


Officials said about $3,000 has 
been donated for a fund to be 
turned over to Lloyd.

Teachers Retirement Fund, the 
m em bers debated, the different 
tr e a tm e n t given widows and 
widowers. 
A widow' of a male teacher 
gets some benefits regardless 
of her income, but in the case 
of widowers, they now receive 
nothing 
unless 
their 
wives’ 
income amounted to more than 
half the family support, even 
though the women pay into the 
reti.rem.ent fund at the same 
rate the men do 
The 
committee 
voted 
to 
remove reference to w idow and 
widower, and instead use the 
word “ spouse.” which, would 
have 
the 
effect 
of 
giving 
benefits 
to 
more 
widowers 
However, the lawmakers decid­ 


ed to refer this to the House 
Ways and Means Committee for 
the financial impact of such a 
change and also to the Pensions 
Study Committee
